"Tt Rag been said, that the diaticbanes to trade 
“and to the relations hetween debtor and creditor 
which will be caused by the new changes, will 
not te ‘so great as that which has of recent 
years been brought about by fluctuations in the 
value, of silver, This may or may not be so;. 
but the one is an already known quantity, and 
of the other we can only surmise. But there 
are not wanting signs that the ‘difficulties in 
carrying out preventative ° measures, and the 
dangers which must arise from ° the 
enforcing of. the drastic steps necessary to 
guard against the importation of the prohibited 
coinage as also against. the export of the new 
okens, will be of a greater extent and graver 
nature than was at‘first anticipated. . - 

We ‘suppose that the present operations in 
the Straits may be said to have been directly 
brought about by the recommendations of the 
Commitee, which was recently appointed to 
‘inquire ‘into the Straits Settlement currency, 
‘Presumably, therefore, the decision, to-exclude 
Sarawak and other adjoining countries from 
participation in the scheme, is ,baséd on the 
recommendations of the committee, which 
we are aware were to that effect. Never- 
theless, the committee especially warned Hong: 
kong and the other Treaty Ports against chang- 
ing ‘their standard, unless they did $0. concur. 
tently with, their great hinterland China. 

The bill; recently passed through the’ legista- 
tive council in Singapore, made ample provi- 
sions for enforcing the necessary measures 
which will have to. be taken for the prevention 
of smuggting the new coins out of, or the old 
coins icto, the Straits Settlements, during the 
period of prohibition, But the difficulties of 
efficiently carrying out these measures will be 
very considerable in.a hitherto free port, where

Et is believed, in ‘some quarters that, the 7¢-

wWak and other adjoining countries from partici: 
pation in the scheme of currency conversion, 
arose froma misconception of the committes 
in regard to figures relating to the trade ofthe 
Straits Settlements which were laid before 
them. However this may he, it is certain that 
the evils, which must arise on the introduction 
of the currency in Singapore, together with 
the shock to trade caused by the sudden 
change to a different currency, and, for a time 
at least, to a violently fluctuating exchange, 
with the adjoining countries, might have been 
minimised to a great extent by including Sara- 
wik and other neighbouring countries in the 
present scheme, 

_The scheme itself ia undoubtedly beset 
with many difficulties and dangers, and not 
the’ least among them will be the, problem, 
how to inspire the native races with com- 
fidence that the new token, of diminished size, 
will permanently represent as: good value as 
they were wont to attribute. to the coin, which, 
until they.hear that it is repudiated as demone- 
tised coinage, although it may still be dubbed 
for a certain time to their astonished ears 
““Jegal tender,” they will yet regard ‘with the 
implicit faith to them begotten of the words 
“ British Dollar."—-Sarawak Gueette,

PRODLEM OF ANGLO-INDIAN’ EDUCATION,

the prizes at the Bishop Cotton School, Simla, 
said :-——" [ have frequently pondered over ‘the.
